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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, claims 1,2,7, and 8 in the reply 
filed on 12/10/2008 is acknowledged. 

2. Claims 3-6 and 9 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected Group II, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 12/10/2008. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1,2,7,8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being clearly anticipated 
by Bolstad, USP 2,979,773. 

5. Regarding claim 1 , Bolstad teaches a method for controlling the production of 
injection-molded parts (column 1 lines 15-25) in an injection mold (item 14 of figure 1) 
with a cavity (chamber, figure 1 item 19 and column 2 line 46) and possibly a mold core 
of an injection molding machine, the temperature of the mold being controlled (column 2 
line 55), characterized in that the cavity and/or the mold core is/are directly heated or 
cooled (column 2 line 53-60). 
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6. Regarding claim 2, Bolstad remains as applied in claim 1 and further teaches that 
excess heat is removed by one or more cooling circuits (see figure 1 items 20 and 21 
are inlets and outlets for the cooling/heating system) in the mold (column 2 line 46-56). 

7. Regarding claim 7, Bolstad teaches an injection molding machine (item 14 of 
figure 1)for producing injection-molded parts in an injection mold (item 14 of figure 1) 
with a cavity (chamber, figure 1 item 19 and column 2 line 46) and possibly a mold core, 
characterized in that the cavity and/or the mold core are assigned heating or cooling 
elements or the cavity and/or the mold core has a thermoceramic coating (semi 
conductive film, column 1 lines 53-65). 

8. Regarding claim 8, Bolstad remains as applied in claim 7 and further teaches that 
one or more temperature control circuits are provided in the injection mold (electrodes 
and electrical circuits, as taught in column 1 lines 46-67 and items 30 and 32).
